ence in Maladtes of that Nature, and there- 
fore tgnorant in theRemedies proper and natu- 
ral, applied oftentimes Cures direfl) reſifting, 
and contrary) ; which inflamed the 1ifefiun 
to greater Rage, even to the killing of many 
Lodes of all Ages and Sexes z and many te- 
came deformed with them, and ſubjeR to al- 
moZt T orments perpetual z, yea, the moſt part, 
ſuch as ſeemed to be delivered of them, re- 
turned eftſo:1s in ſhort time to the ſame mi- 
ſery. But after the courſe of many Years, 
( ezther the influence above being appeaſed, 
which bred them ſo horrible, and raging ; «& 
by long experience, therr proper Remeates and 
Cures betng found out) the Diſeaſe began to 
be leſs mal:crow, changing it ſelf into divers 
kinds of Maladzes, differing from the fir(l Ca- 
lamity ; whereof truly the Regi.ns and People 
of- our T 1mes might juſtly complain, if it hap- 
ned unto themwithout their proper diſorder ; 
ſeetng 1t 1s nell approved þ all thoſe that 
have diligently fludied and obſerved the Pro- 
perties of that Emil, that either never , or 
oery 
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very rarely, it hapneth to any, otherwa es than 
Dont agen Wheredens. ih French thixk 
it reaſonable to acquit-them of the 19yominte, 
for that it is known ſince, that ſuch a Diſeaſe 
wn. tranſported out of Spain to Naples, and 
yet pot proper or natural to that Nation z but 
trought thither from the Iſles, which ( in thoſe 
Sraſous ) began to be knonn to onr Regrons by 
the Navigation of Chriſtopher Columbus 
4 Genoway ;, in which Iſles ( by the favody 
of Nature) are Remedies Yeady to cure that 
Ill, by drinking only of the juyce of a wood, 
(mof ſingular for many other worthy Proper- 
ties) which grcnstg plentifully in thoſe pla- 
tes, ts a Remedy, no Et eaſie, than abſolute 
and al ured to the Inhabitants there. 

By this Account of Gwuicciarazn, it is 
evident, That by the molt exa& Obſervers 
of that Diſeaſe, both in its birth, increaſe, 
and ſpreading in /talyy *ewas found by expe= 
rience, that it was either never, or _—_ : 
any other way contracted.than by Whore- 
dom, and Colition with infe&ed per- 
ſons. 

And indeed, that the venom of the Ve- 
nereousDiſcaſezis founded in a dull, heavy, 
and unactve marter, and not in a Ferment 
of ſo {wit a motion, as to infect at a di» 
ſtance, appcars very much from the way of 


its Cure; for whercas the Plague, which 
{wiftly 
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ſwiftly infeQts, is (before it has too munch 
yſoned and corrupted the Blood and 
ID by Sudorificks, eaſily: expelled ar 
the ends of the Arteries. The Venercous 
Diſeaſe on the other ſide, is of ſo flug_iſh 
rts, that. there 1s no ſeparating of the 
Motbifick matter from the maſs of Bloo!, 
and nervous Liquor, without dreining the 
Body of almoſt all its Juyces, cither by 
Sweating, or Saltvation. I have obſerv'd 
inthe Cure of ſome perſons tainted with 
this Diſcaſc, That as long as they have in- 
dulg'd rothemſelves the drinking of Beer, 
though in a ſmall quantity, no grear benefit 
has enſued upon the moſt effectual Reme- 
dies ; but when once they have ſtriQtly con- 
fin'd themſelves to the uſe of appropriate 
Dyet-drinks, in the courſe of their other 
Remedies, in the ſpace of three or four 
dayes, all ill Accidents have vaniſhed. Ir 
is not therefore likely,that a Diſeaſe which 
Ricks ſoſtabbornly in the Blood and Juyces 
of the Body, ſhould flic as (wift, as light, 
all over the World, and leave not ſo much 
as 2 Poor Thraſher or Milk-maid free from 

irs Contagion. | 
In the next place, The Nature or Forma- 
lity of the Scurvy, conſiſting in the Bloods 
being overcharged with fixed or fluidSalts, 
renders that Diſeaſe very unfitro be com- 
| municatcd 
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 eatnicated at a diſtance. For whatever 
Diſcaſe 'ats upon ; or infects a Body at a 
ditance, mult be of 'aRtive,nimble and ſubs 
ril-parts, eaſily flyihd eur of the; Porcs of 
one Body, and with the like facility inſinua- 
ting themſclves into the mouths ,of an- 
other Bocic's veins ; and of ſo ſwift 
motion, that the Contagions Corpulcles , 
when they are rambling in the Atmoſphere, 
(ball recetve little or no alteration,either in 
their mot!ons, from the occurſion: of, other 
Bodies ; or in their Figure, from the; attri> 
tion or beating of other Particles of marrer 
which they meet in their way ( for upon 
theſe affections of matter, all virtucs and 
operations of . one Body upon another do 
depend. ) UE 
Now the effence of the Scurvy being xa- 
dicated in a fixation of the Salts of = 
Blood, it ſeems very improbable, Thar ſuch 
fix'd Bodies, which cannot by the force of 
fire be carried up to the top of an Aleme 
bick, ſrould be proper Metlengers to com- 
municate Infection at a diſtance. Belides, 
Saline Particles being too groſs to be pur 
into thofe violent motions which are re- 
quired in inſeMtous Ferments, though tney 
may by Sweat, or inſcnſible Tranſpiration 5

Peſtilence, that no Province in the World 
was free from the ſame. Thele Inſtances 
ſuſficiently conſute Helmont, whom I will 
diſmiſs with Mr. Bozle's Cenſure of him in 
his Preface introductory to his Sccprical 
Chymiſt ; of whoſe Rattocinattons (ſaycs 
that Learned Gentleman ) not only ſome 
ſeem very extravagant, but even the relt arc 
not wont to be as conſiderable as his Expe- 
riments.
